EMERGENCY MEDICAL 
PROGRAM FOR NURSES 
NOW UNDERWAY 

A 100-hour educational program 
for nurses specializing in emer- 
gency medicine which was devel- 
coped and presented for the first 
time in Maine last year by Tri- 
County Medical Services, Inc., is 
being held once again this fall at 
the Central Maine Medical Center 
in Lewiston. 

Seventeen nurses from seven 
health care facilities in Central 
and Southern Maine began the 
comprehensive program Wednes- 
day, Oct. 10, according to Course 
Coordinator Mary Myers, RN, BSN, 
CMMC’s EMS education coordina- 
tor, Mrs. Elaine Kuzyk, RN, Beth- 
el, Emergency Room evening shift 
charge nurse will attend from 
Rumford Community Hospital. 
The course is scheduled to Con- 
clude March 12, 1980. 

Institutions represented are CM 
MC and St. Mary’s General Hos- 
pital, both in Lewiston; Stephens 
Memorial, Norway; Franklin Me- 
morial, Farmington; Rumford Com- 
munity Hospital; Regional Mem- 
orial in Brunswick and Bath Mem- 
orial, 

Mrs, Myers said that the pro- 
tram is being offered this year in 
four segments—called modules— 
and ‘that the faculty has been 
drawn from physicians, nurses, 
emergency medical technicians and 
other allied health professionals 
from throughout the region.

Loan Programs 

Work is under way in the Con- 
gress to correct one of the most 
vexing spending problems in the 
budget—the disaster Joan pro- 
grams of the Small Business Ad- 
ministration and Farmers Home 
Administration. 

No one questions the need for 
special federal programs to help 
farmers, businessmen and home- 
owners recover from the calamity 
of a drought, tornado or other 
natural disaster. Where help is 
unavailable from other sources, 
federal disaster programs can 
make a crucial difference. 

But costly problems began to 
occur two years ago when the 
Small Business Administration 
(SBA) was granted authority to 
make loans to farmers for crop 
losses. 

A Farmers Home Administration 
(FmHA) crop loan program is al- 
ready on the books, and Maine 
farmers have received substantial 
assistance from it. But a crippling 
drought in the Midwest persuaded 
a majority of the Congress to set 
up a second program. 

It was a mistake, The year after 
the decision was made, SBA disas- 
ter loan volume increased from 
$200 million to $2.5 billion, even 
though the FmHA loan program 
mearly tripled to $3.4 billion. Dis- 
aster lending for both agencies 
thus totaled nearly $6 billion—and 
88% of the loans were for crop 
losses. 

Sen, Henry Bellmon of Okla- 
homa and I asked the General Ac- 
counting Office to look into the 
situation, and the GAO uncovered 
some disturbing evidence. 

—tIn some areas of the country, 
farmers who had been turned 
down at One agency changed their 
applications and obtained loans 
from the other agency. 

—Some borrowers were able to 
obtain two loans for the same loss. 

—Many individuals who could 
have obtained credit from banks 
or other conventional sources were 
able to get subsidized federal 
loans despite federal regulations 
to the contrary, 

-—In the most extreme case, one 
businessman who also operates 

farms borrowed $408,000 from the

It should impress your heart as 
missionaries here in West Bethel 
that people are going to a price- 
less eternity, Dante says, “Aban- 
don all hope ye who enter here.”

Cleansing 
does hurt. it hurts intellectually, 
and if may hurt to give up some 
of the habits we have acquired 
over our lifetime, God’s call in- 
volves utter submission for the en- 
tire life, not just a part, In Isaiah 
6, Verses 89, we see the pattern 
of the various sequences of that 
divine call: God says, Whom shall 
I serid and Who will go? Isaiah 
says, Here am I, send tne; God 
Says; Go, and Isaiah’s replay, How 
Jong? And from God—Until, “Ui. 
til the cities be wasted without 
inhabitants, and.,... until there 
shall be a great forsaking in the 
midst of the land.”

The 2nd Special Session has just 
ended and only legislative com- 
mittees will be meeting between 
now and January. The Special 
Session was called by Gov. Bren- 
nan to appropriate funds for the 
State Retirement system and to 
address the ‘Governor’s proposal 
for a fuel assistance program. 

Interim. funding for the Maine 
State Retirement System was ac- 
complished without opposition. 
This legislation allocates the full 
$31.5 million of federal revenue 
sharing in addition to $6.4 million 
of general fund money to put the 
retirement system on an even keel 
financially until June 30, 1980. 
Also provided was a study of the 
system. I was particularly happy 
that study of the system in all its 
aspects will be conducted and a re- 
port given to the legislature. I 
feel the study will show that chan- 
ges in the $260 million state re- 
tirement investmerits should be 
made, Last year the income from 
these investments was 2.6% and 
the general fund paid additional 
funds to keep the system on even 
keel. This will be a priority for 
the legislature to address when 
we return in January. 

As other New England gover- 
nor’s announced they will recall 
legislatures to deal with energy 
problems before winter, the Maine 
Legislature approved an emergen- 
cy fuel aid plan for low-income 
people. 

The final fuel assistance pro- 
gram passed by the legislature 
last week was a complex maneuv- 
ering of state and federal money 
and existing programs to make the 
most of our investments. 

The $3.6 million fuel aid plan 
to poor families will provide up to 
$180 in Aid to families and $90:
